INTERIM PLAN 


Says No New Taxation 
Anticipated Under New 


Program 


Declaring that the provincial 
gevernment’s interim program 
seeks to encourage Alberta citi- 
zens to use Alberta-made goods 
and therefore is a movement to 
be sided by all. George A. Clash, 
chairman of the Alberta Market- 
ing Board on Tuesday declared 
that no new taxation is anticip- 
ated in connection with govern- 
ment contracts with manufactur- 
ers of said goods in connection 
with their use in the interim 
program, 

Mr, Clash’s statement was the first 
he has made on the marketing 
board's activities 

Within the last two weeks the 
board has expanded its activities 
and is functioning under an Order- 
in-Council authorizing $5,000 to be 
allocated to its use. The Marketing 
Act, passed at the last session of the 
legislature and under which the 
board was set up, authorized a total 
of $25,000 for use by the board 


Mr. Clash is at present serving 
aS a one-man board.

“The interim program seeks to 
encourage Alberta citizens to use 
Alberta-made goods,” Mr. Clash 


said. ‘The reasons for this policy 
are obvious. We want to put our 
own people to work; to increase 


Our payrolls and thus increase the, 


purchasing power of our workers. 
We want our own industries to 
prosper and expand This is the 
only provincial government in Can- 
ada, or in the Empire to the best 
of our knowledge, which has taken 
a definite stand and prepared an 
action program toward this end 

“We want to make it very clear 
that the contracts entered into 
between manufacturers and the 
government are purely voluntary, 
just as were the contracts en- 
tered into between the govern- 
ment and retail merchants who 
agreed to accept treasury vouch- 
ers in payment of accounts, 

“The government, for the past 10 
days or so, has had agents inter- 
viewing Alberta manufacturers con- 
cerning a proposed contract. This 
contract will make it possible for 
all manufacturers who co-operate 
to pool much of their promotion ex- 
pense, prevent overlapping and to 
direct their advertising in an or- 
derly, effective manner. 

“It would be utterly ridiculous 
for anyone to suppose that the gov- 
ernment of this province would 
undertake to advertise at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers, the goods 
of prvate manufacturers. Therefore, 
each manufacturer is being asked 
to ite to the sales promotion 
expense and to the overhead incur- 
red in sales promotion campaigns.

minion securities. In such provinces other 
lenders will have to accept the same rates 
if they want to do business. In provinces 
which do not co-operate, interest rates 
will be whatever the inter-play of money 
supply and demand may make them. 

If the legislatures want inequality and 
discrimination removed, and the same in- 
terest rates to apply all over Canada, this 
is their chance to help attain the object. 
If they want to secure to the people they 
represent the opportunity to get loans in 
future at low rates, and stable rates, this 
is also their chance to do so. 

Under the unregulated conditions in 
the past, mortgage interest rates have 
never anywhere been down to a basis of 
two per cent over the yield on Dominion 
long term bonds. In western Canada they 
have generally been twice the Dominion 
yield, and in some cases two and a half 
times. Western Canada stands to benefit 
more than any other part of the Dominion 
by the establishment of uniform rates and 
rates limited to a two per cent advance on 
the Dominion bond rate. 

A guaranteed supply of relatively 
cheap loan money would mean more to the 
west than to provinces where there is less 
need of capital for development. <A uni- 
form interest rate would relieve the west 
of an injustice of which its people have 
long complained, a handicap that has 
hampered progress, and discriminatory 
treatment that has largely brought about 
the debt situation at present existing. 

The west will get cheap loan money, 
and loan money as cheap as people in any 
other part of Canada, if the legislatures 
make the Central Mortgage Bank Act ap-

Current Comment 
War Danger Over Danzig 


Threat of war in Europe in coming weeks 
does not come from probability that German 
troops will enter Danzig. It comes from danger 
that the Nazi-controlled Danzig Senate will de- 
clare the Free City a part of the Reich. In that 


event, it would be up to Poland to take the initia- 
tive; to declare whether she is prepared to fight 
to prevent Danzig from passing to Germany. 
Should Poland decide to fight, then, on the basis 
of understandings given on March 31, Britain and 
France would have to fight alsc. 

The Anglo-French pledge given to Poland 
was explicit, As announced by Prime Minister 
Chamberlain (and concurred in by Premier 
Daladier) it committed Britain and’ France to 
“lend all support in their power” to Poland “in 
the event of any action which clearly threatened 
Polish independence and which the Polish Gov- 
ernment accordingly considered it vital to resist 
with their national] forces.” 

All that remains in doubt now are (1) 
whether Germany will risk a Nazi declaration 
that Danzig is united with the Reich; and (2) 
whether, in the event of such a declaration, the 
Polish Government would declare it an act of 
aggression. With the first bringing the second, 
the British guarantee would be in force—the 
war would be on.—Ottawa Journal. 


More Buoyancy 

Reports from many quarters throughout the 
Dominion covering the month of May agree that, 
in general, business has been showing a greater 
buoyancy than has been noticeable for some time 
past. For this improvement substantial credit is 
being given to the tour of Their Majesties 
through the Dominion and its wonderful success. 
Apart from the special expenditures for which it 
was responsible and the large tourist business 
which it attracted from the United States, it gen- 
erated far and wide a spirit of pride and confi- 
dence both in Canada itself and in the whole 
British Commonwealth, and this in turn created 
a feeling of optimism that the clouds which have 
overhung the international sky will some day 
pass. Moreover, the royal tour served to drive 
disturbing news about the manoeuvres and 
machinations of the dictators off the front pages 
of newspapers and to create an impression, pos- 
sibly not justified by the actual facts, that the 
international outlook had improved. It has also 
had the very beneficial effects of minimizing 
sectional differences, which seemed to become 
trivial, and of promoting a_ keener sense of 
national unity. Their Majesties left Canada with 
the affectionate goodwill of all classes of Cana- 
dian citizens and the knowledge that they had 
done a great service to the Dominion.—Bank of 
Montreal.

Because neurasthenic s 580 
influenced by suggestion he is espe- 
cially likely to exhibit the symp- 
toms of any disease whit h he great- 
ly fears—whether it is heart trou- 
ble. kidney disease, or tuberculosis 
If he is examined, he may believe 
his condition is much more serious 
than the examining physician says 
it to be 

The patient who h 
ed by his nerves for some 
usually a very discouraged patient 
He is anxious about his 
condition; he looks back re 
members al] the things he has tried 
without any lasting improvement; 
he fails to enjoy life as he sees 
others enjoying it; and he has the 
{dea that he is inferior to others 
and their work is more valuable 
than his own. All of these factors 
build up a secret discouragement 
which makes his load seem even 
heavier. Moreover, such discour-
